It is hoped that every member will attend the opening reception of the Allied 
Arts on Saturday, April 19, 3 to 6, at the Fair Park Art Galley. We are all hosts 
that day to the Exhibitors and the Press. So let us come with our brightest smile and 
all get acquainted. 


Plans for next year are already looming to the front. We have the promise of 
work by the great French sculptor, Maillol, and the noted American painter, Edward 
Bruce, for the fall. In October we shall probably commence the winter activities with 


a large collection of Norwegian Prints. These come to us from the Brooklyn Art 
Museum. 


Our neighbor Mexico has had a great awakening and the emotional depths of its 
people are just beginning to find more adequate expression in various forms. We plan 
to have the Exhibit from the Free Schools of Mexico sometime during the winter as 
another link in the chain of union between gallery and school. 


Some of the finest of our American painters—men doing work of great distinction
